HISTORY MADE BY 
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TONS LINSEED OIL 


Products Saskatoon Plant Will 
Bring Back Co-operative Jute 
to Make Co-operative Sacks 
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British Co-operatives in Positicn 
to Supply Canadian Co-ops 
Some 400 Different 
Commodities 
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_ Launching of co-operative opera- 
tions of a new type —the exchange 
internationally of the products of 
co-operatively owned factories—was 
announced at the annual meeting of 


the Alberta Co-operative Wholesale 


held in Edmonton the third week in 
February, by George Fast of Interpro- 
vincial Co-operatives, Ltd.(of Canada). 

The exchange, Mr. Fast stated, is 
of the products of a linseed mill oper- 
ated by the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool 
at Saskatoon and those of British 
plants. From the mill in Saskatoon 
the British are taking oil cake meal 
and linseed oil, the British co-operative 
factories in return sending jute to 
Montreal, to be processed into sacks 
for Samanavinntal’ Co-operatives. The 
Saskatoon._milk obtains its sacks 
through Interprovincial Co-operatives, 
thus completing the. circle in this 
particular international co-operative 
transaction. 

-First Shipment 800 Tons 

Actually the first movement of a 
product to set in motion this process 
of exchange was the arrangement of a 
shipment of 800 tons of linseed oit 
from the plant at Saskatoon. This is 
the first importation. of its kind to be 
allowed by the British. Government. 
It overrides the quota system which 
has hitherto been a barrier to such a 
shipment—the British authorities hav- 
ing granted permission for the ship- 
ment of oil to be made when the nature 
of the transaction as between co- 
operatives was made clear. to them. 

Mr. Fast has recently returned from 
Great Britain, where + explored the 
possibility of building up reciprocal 
trade relationships between Canadian 
and British co-operative organizations. 
His report was most encouraging, and 
indicated the likelihood ef wide ex- 
tension of this type of business, to 
the great advantage alike of Canadian 
co-operators and of those of Britain. 


400 Different Commodities

has planned to show samples of some 
400 different commodities which the 
British co-operative organizations are 
in a position to supply to co-operatives 
in Canada.

Poultry Producers Have Successful Year 


Continuation during the most recent 
financial year of the remarkable ex- 
pansion which in five years has 
brought Alberta Poultry Producers, 
Ltd., to a pre-eminent place as the 
largest egg and poultry co-operative 
in Canada, was reported at the annual 
meeting of the organization held in 
Calgary last week. 

President K. V. Ka 
Manager J. I. Wright surveyed at 
length the co-operative’s operations, 
giving a detailed account which was 
greatly appréciated by all present 


of all major aspects of the affairs of 


the 30,000 member poultry producers, 
who were represented by 35 delegates. 


At Annual Banquet 

Tributes to those who have con- 
tributed to the growth of the co- 
operative were paid at the Annual 
Banquet by guest apankenn including

ler, ‘‘producers of poultry products 
have experienced many disappoint- 
ments and it is only during recent 
months that there are indications that 
the prospects for the future are some- 
what brighter. The difficulty in pro- 
curing protein supplements for feed, 
the discontinuance of meatless days 
in restaurants, the inability of the 
British Ministry of Food to purchase 
our poultry, the removal of ceilings 
on coarse grains and increased feed 
and labor costs have had a depressing 
effect on egg and poultry production 
as indicated by the drop in baby chick 
orders for 1948. 

“During the year your directors 
have used every means at their dis- 
posal to protest against the unfavor- 
able prices for poultry products in 
relation to production costs, and it is 
only recently that we have been 
advised of the increases in the con- 
tract prices of eggs as between the 
Special Products Board and the British 
Ministry of: Food.” 


Marketings for Members 

Mr. Kapler announced that the 
association had marketed during the 
financial year for members 7,289,586 
dozens of eggs, 3,262,041 lbs. of live 
and dresse poultry, and produced 
1,984,640 Ibs. of sugared egg powder 
and 1,306,243 baby chicks. 

Egg receipts were slightly lower 
than last year, “largely due to the 
change in licensin olicy allowing 
further licenses and the general drop 
in production.

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Could Designate Dcminion “‘A gent?’ 
in Marketing Feed Grains 
Through Wheat Board 
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Amendments to Wheat Board Act 
to Bring Oats and Barley 
Within Beard Operations

OTTAWA, March. 3rd.—The first 
step is being taken to bring oats and 
barley within the operation of the 
Wheat Board. . The resolution on 
proposed amendments to the Wheat 
Board Act, introduced in Parliament 
by Hon. C. D. Howe, Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, says the Gov- 
ernment will be empowered to-extend 
the present system to oats or barley. 
The foundation is being set, and the 
Government,. Mr.” Howe states, wants 
to carry this out, if a workable plan 
can be evolved. 

It is a much simpler plan to control 
and regulate the wheat trade. A 
great deal of the wheat crop is mar- 
keted abroad, and about eighty per 
cent of the whole crop crosses an 
interprovincial boundary. Obviously 
the Dominion jurisdiction could not 
be questioned. 

In the case of feed grain only about 
30 per cent of oats and 40 per cent of 
barley ever left the farms except in 
the form of livestock. Very little is 
exported. About 20 per cent of the 
crop is moved from West to East 
under the freight assistance plan. It 
is therefore only on one-fifth of the 
crop that the right of the Dominion 
to act could not be questioned. 

“There is no question of the Do- 
minion’s constitutional authority to 
regulate interprovincial or export trade 
in oats or barley, but there is very 
considerable doubt whether that lim- 
ited power would in itself provide 
effective control of commodities which 
are so largely marketed locally”, Mr. 
Howe explained. 

What is needed, it is stated, is clear 
evidence of the agreement of producer 
and consumer farm organizations on 
plans for compulsory marketing of 
feed ‘grains and co-operation of the 
Provinces most directly interested— 
the three Prairie. Provinces, The co- 
operation of the Provinces might be 
made effective through ‘‘complemen- 
tary"’ legislation, which might desig- 
nate the Dominion Government as 
agent for the Provinces in the market- 
ing of feed grains through the Wheat 
Board. ‘ «

confess that I stole this title from 
an article by -Mr. Arnold Toynbee, 
the great historian. Mr. Toynbee 
has spent the last fifteen years of his 
life writing six volumes of his Study 
of History. It is a monumental work 
and he hopes to complete it by the 
publication of another six volumes at 
some future time. Fortunately for 
ordinary people like me a digest of the 
first six volumes has been published 
and it is an excellent condensation. 


Born and Maintained Out of Challenges 
Mr. Toynbee’s Study of History is 
different from the history which we 
were taught at school dealing with 
dates of reigns of kings, battles and 
revolutions. He insists that history 
must be studied as a whole and that 
the proper subject for study is civili- 
zation. He savs, and I think he proves 
beyond all doubt, that civilizations are 
born and maintained out of challenges, 
and by the response of the various 
groups, tribes and nations. to thesé 
challenges. Civilizations are growing, 
progressive societies, they are not 
static. | 
He uses-.a simile to illustrate 
this point by asking us to imagine 
mankind climbing up a precipitous 
cliff. Those who are climbing are 
the civilizations, but there are 
others who have become exhausted 
in the effort, or do not feel the urge 
to yo-on, resting upon ledges in the 
face of the cliff. These are not 
civilizations because they are not 
progressing; they are arrested. They 
may pass out of existence altogether 
or they may wake up and respond 
to some challenge later on. 

The challenges out of which tivili- 
zations are borniare hard challenges; 
no civilization has ever come into 
But the 
challenge must not be too severe; 
mot so severe that the response exhausts 
the entire energy of the group. An 
example of this is to be found in the 
Eskimo. These’people must have had 
a fine civilization in order to make 
the response to the cha!!enge presented 
te them by the, hard conditions of 
mature, but it seems that the challenge 
‘was so severe that they were exhausted 
in making the response, they were 
una'le to go on, and are now an 
arrested civilization. |The ideal is a 
condition in which another challenge 
emerges from the response and, if this 
condition of succeeding challenges and 
responses continues, you have a civ 
ilization which will go on growing - 

In his book Mr. Toynbee does not 
make any predictions as to whether 


Ta title of my address is Civili- 


mankind will survive, nor which of 
the civilizations will survive. This is 
understandable, because Mr. Toynbee 
takes a very long view and, looking 
at the present situation, no one can 
determine what is going to happen 
because no one knows what the re- 
sponse to the present challenge will be. 
In any case Mr. Toynbee, if he should 
make predictions, would no doubt be 
proven right and wrong a dozen times 
in the next hundred years. It takes 
time: to understand the lessons of 
history. 

However, in the article I referred 
to, which is called “Civilization on 
Trial” and was published in the 
April. number of the Aflantic Monthly, 
Mr. Toynbee does venture to make 
some predictions. He &assumes two 
courses of events: The first one a 
reasonably happy one which we may 
expect if we are able to avoid a war in 
which atomic weapons are used. In 
that eventuality Mr. Toynbee says . 
that in Asia he would expect the 
Chinese stil! to be there and that in 
North America he would expect the 
French Canadian still to be there. 

All Physical Challenges Conquered 

Another conclusion which Mr. Toyn- 
bee draws from his study of history 
is that the spirit will always overcome 


.the sword in the long run, apd that 
, today the challenge 


is entirely a 
spiritual one. He says that all the 
physical challenges have been con- 
quered. Once more he uses a simile 
to illustrate his point by taking the 
example of a highway. At one time 
the physical difficulties of buildin 
highways were such that we ata 
not overcome them. Now we can 
build highways anywhere if we have 
the will to doso. The Alaska Highway 
is an example. We can also build 
all: the vehicles that are necessary 
to run upon the highway. These 
physical challenges have all been

A Catastrophic Eventuality 


The other eventuality put forward 
by Mr. Toynbee in his article is a 
catastrophic one, that is to say—a 
war in which atomic weapons are used. 
In such a case Mr. Toynbee does not 
reject the idea that this may result 
in the complete destruction of the 
human race. 
_ After all, there is nothing surprising 
in this. There is no reason to sup- 
pose that the human species is the 
only one which is going to exist for- 
ever. Numerous species have emerged 
in the course of time and have passed 
out of existence. It may be that 
mankind is going to do the same, 
and it may be that that destruction 
wil] be brought about by the atomic 
weapons. However, if mankind does 
survive the war of atomic weapons, 
Mr. Toynbee considers which of the 
civilizations may be expected to sur- 
vive. 

Prior to the age of the aeroplane, 
rocket bombs, guided missiles, atomic 
bombs, he would have expected the 
Eskimos and the people of Tibet to 
survive because they would have been 
sheltered from the ravages of mankind 
by reason of their location. Now they 
are no longer sheltered, because aero- 

lanes can fly over the ice cap of the 
orth Pole and even the mountains 

of Tibet are no longer safe from fly- 

ing machines and guided missiles. 

Therefore he does not expect these 
people to survive, but he thinks that

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the pygmies of Central Africa may be 
the survivors after all the rest of 
mankind has destroyed itself. He is 
quite happy about this because he 
points out that the anthropologists 
say that the pygmies have a very high 
spiritual conception of God, and a 
quite remarkable intelligence. We do 
not appreciate that intelligence be- 
cause it does not fit into the machine 
age. He is quite hopeful that the 
pygmies, if they are the survivors, 
would be able to recover in the course 
of a few thousand years the civilization 
which would be lost and which we have 
built up so painfully throughout the 
last six thousand years. : 
Choice Which Faces Mankind 

We have the power to wither the 
whole of the rice crop of Japan. 
Put alongside that statement the fact 
that one man in Southern California 
can produce as much rice as a thousand 
men in Japan. . That is the result of 
the scientific development of agricul- 
ture, and there in a nutshell you have 
the dilemma—the choice which faces 
mankind today. We have the power 
on the one hand to destroy the whole 
of the rice crop of Japan; on the other 
hand we have the power to increase 
~~ rice crop ofgJapan one thousand 
fold. - : 

This brings me to the main point 
of my address. It poses for us two 

uestions—first, can mankind realize 
that we are in fact living in one 
world? There is no doubt that from 
every point of view this is one world, 
but socially and ideologically we do 
not seem to have realized this fact. 
The second question is whether man 
can contro! himself? It is not a ques- 
tion of whether we can control the 
atom bomb or. whether the scientists 
can control the atom bomb—it comes 
right back to you and me. 

What Is the Solutioni 

What is the solution? I say that it 
is quite clear that we must not have 
another war. The problem is_ to 
banish war forever. 

Going back to Toynbee again, you 
will find that he says that one of the 
lessons of history is that war has 
never paid; that it nearly always 
destroys not only the victims but also 
the victors. He says that militarism 
is suicidal. ; 

The atom bomb, the control of 
nuclear energy, must therefore be put 
under the control of an international 
body so that it cannot be used by any 
nation except under the directions 


and contro} of that internationa) body. 


We must reach in our international 
affairs somewhat the same position 
that we have reached in our national 
affdirs. There has been. little law in 
international affairs in the past and 
practically no morality. The time has 
come when there must be law in inter- 
national affairs and that law must be 
based upon morality. We can no 
longer accept the proposition that in 
international affairs there is no such 
thing as justice and right; that the 
only things to be considered are 
interests. We must give up power 
politics, we must have faith in our 
democracy. We profess to be demo- 
crats and we profess to be Christians; 
the time has come when there must 
be less protestation and more practice

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SPEAKS WITH POWERFUL VOICE 

_In the newsletter describing the recent presenta- 
tion made to the Dominion Cabinet by a delegation 
from the Canadian Federation of Agriculture, our 
Ottawa correspondent gives independent testimony 
to the powerful influence now exercised in Canadian 
economic affairs by the national organization of the 
farm people. 

Never before has the voice of organized agricul- 
ture in Canada been so powerful as it is today, when 
interests inimical to the movement have assailed 
the policies of the Federation and sought to under- 
mine its influence. The effect of these attacks has 
not been greatly noticeable. The organized farmers 
remain true to the principles whose implementing in 
practice they have sought for many years.

“The Federation,” read the brief presented by 
President H. H. Hannam, “has repeatedly advo- 
cated marketing and price stabilization measures of 
varying types and degrees,” and the negotiation of 
international commodity agreements, the stabiliza- 
tion of feed prices and the marketing of coarse 
erains by the Wheat Board were strongly urged. 

“Keeping before us always the goal of abundant 
production, the better to supply home and foreign 
markets,’ stated the brief, ‘‘we believe in an organ- 


2 ized and orderly production and marketing program.”

EISENHOWER ON ATOMIC WEAPON

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FARM INDUSTRY'S 
NEEDS ARE LAID 
BEFORE CABINET 


Representations Bear Authenticity 
and Weight of Representative 
Agricultural Body 


—_——_——- —- 


(Special to The Western Farm Leader) 


OTTAWA, March 8rd.—The_ repre- 
sentations recently made to the Gov- 
ernment by the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture naturally bear the 
authenticity and weight of an organi- 
zation so widely representative of 
Canadian agriculture. The Federa- 
tion has asked for: International 
commodity agreements; stabilization 
of feed prices; and the placing of the 
marketing of coarse grains under the 
Wheat Board (a proposal to do this, 
subject to handicaps being overcome, 
has been introduced by Hon. C. D. 
Howe, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, and is now before the House); 
continuance of freight assistance policy 
of feeds until it can be embodied in 
national feed grain policy; floor prices 
for agricultural products; and~ Federal 
marketing legislation. 

Stre:ses Stabilization 

The Federation's brief, déaling with 
the concerns of dairymen, poultrymen 
and stockfeeders over rise and fluctu- 
ations in cost of feeds, urges the 
stabilization of these prices, and some 
stabilization of costs of millfeeds and 
protein concentrates and that a Fed- 
eral board be set up to control protein 
feeds manufactured in Canada, the 
board to have power to set prices 
and control exports. 

The brief sieo strongly supported 
efforts being made to negotiate an 
international wheat agreement, and 
wanted assurance that domestic price 
of wheat should be at least on level 
with British wheat agreement price. 
Reimposition of price controls on 
livestock prices was opposed unless 
accompanied by overall controls on 
goods and services which form part of 
farm costs. The brief favored ‘‘token’”’ 
beef shipments to U.S. until that 
market is fully open; and asked for 
more control over strikes in, packing 

lants, which have caused. serious 
osses to livestock producers. * It op- 
posed sale or manufacture of oleo- 
margarine in Canada and asked for @ 
floor price for butter. Referring to

1, PASTURES.—June is the best 
grass month of the year. Most weight 
should normally be put on in this 
month.

the hoof. The chief reason for this 
is the fact that approximately 61 per 
cent of all Alberta cattle hides re- 
moved during 1942 were classed as 
grubby”, the majority being of 
surprisingly little value in the produc- 
tion of any of the higher class leather 
products. . 

CONTROL COSTS.—Let us say 
conservatively that it costs $5 to 
harbor the heel fly in each animal. 
It costs approximately 5c per head per 
treatment to eradicate the pest by 
hand treatment methods. The usual 
charge for power spray machines is 
approximately 10¢ per head per treat- 
ment. One treatment given at the 
right time should destroy 75 per cent 
of the grubs. The second and third 
treatments at intervals of about a 
month will provide control up _ to 
100 per cent. Thus the total cost of 
protecting an anima! would be in the 
neighborhood of 25 cents. Ta _ sdve 
$5.00 by investing 25 cents is very good 
business. 

It should be remembered here that 
while individual treatment is good, 
community treatment is much better 
and the results are more permanent. 


The adult fly lives only a few days. 
When she lays her eggs, her job is 
done and she dies. In the few days 
she is on the wing, she will not likely 
travel more than a few hundred yards 
unless in pursuit of a host for, her eggs. 

Your treated animal will not be 
bothered much from untreated cattle 
across the fence. However, if you 
can get your neighbors to treat, the 
job will be much more effective. 


NOTE ON CONTROL METHOD. 


—The treatment for small herds which 
can be handled individually is as 
follows: 

Obtain a supply of Derris Powder 
from the drug store and follow direc- 
tions that are enclosed in the package 
in making the solution. 

Take a clean curry comb and draw 
it down each side of. the animal’s 
back from heck to rump with sufficient 
pressure to remove the scabs. 

With the scabs removed, the warble 
fly larvae are now exposed. Take a 
sponge or cloth and saturate each sore 
with the solution. Three treatments 
one month apart will give you 100 
percent control.

interesting round-up of public opinion 
with regard to daylight saving time 
on February 23rd. This review only 
went to show the difference of opinion 
as between rural and urban people 
on this contentious question. There 
is no doubt, in our mind, that the 
farmer has the stronger argument, in 
that it,is based on necessity and not 
convenience or pleasure. True, the 
urban people argue that the longer 
hours of free time in the sunshine are 
beneficial. But as a writer from the 
country stated, ‘“We have no objec- 
tion to-city people getting up an hdur 
earlier in the morning and adjusting 
their hours of work accordingly’. This 
will have the cesired effect without 
disturbing the time system. 

Prince Edward Island has legislation 
which doves not permit the use of day- 
light saving time. We note that sim- 
ilar legislation will be under discussion 
at the present sitting of the Alberta 
Legislature, so we should know in 
the near future whether we work under 
standard time or a two-time system 
in Alberta. 

The members of the Legislative 
Assembly know what the farm attitude 
is on this issue.

* Summer. 
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Hog Marketings Rise 
‘Is Encouragment to 
Department, Ottawa 


By M. McDOUGALL 
(Special +4 The Western Farm Leader) 


OTTAWA, March 3rd.—Some en- 
couragement is felt among agricul- * 
tural officials here in the recent ad- 
vance in hog marketings in Canada, 
although the causes of the increase 
are not entirely clear. During Novem- 
ber and December there had been a 
tendency to market lighter hogs, and 
this was shownin January marketings, 
though to a less marked degree. 

The fact that the proportion of 
sows slaughtered in January was only 
one in thirty shows that there is no 
serious liquidation of basic hog popu- 
lation. This proportion was the same 
as in January, 1947. 


Where Doubt Arises 

Where doubt arises is over whether 
there is lower domestic consumption, 
and because of this and the desire 
to get government premiums, pro- 
ducers may be sending a relatively 
higher proportion of their hogs to 
inspected and approved packing plants 
than to country butchers. 

In any event the hog population of 
the country is known to have shown 
some increase in 1947, and some 
officials believe there will be heavy 
marketings through the spring and 
In Western_Canada the 
marketings in January were nearly 
300,000, or 46 per cent above January, 
1947, while the Eastern Canada 
slaughterings of 290,000 were 49 per 
cent -above the previous January. 


Cattle Slaughterings—Interesting 
Figures 

In connection with the beef market, 
the Minister of Agriculture, Hon. J. G. 
Gardiner, gave some interesting facts 
and figures to the House of Commons, 
which while they may be pretty 
generally known, may be worthy of 
repetitiqn. The inspected slaughter- 
ings of cattle in January were 23.9 
per cent over January 1947, and for 
the first two wees of February were 
39 per cent over the same weeks of 
last vear. 

The average dressed weight of beef 
slaughtered in January was 508 pounds, 
28 pounds over that of J anuary, 1947. 
Marketings in 1948 to date have al- 
lowed 13,000.000 pounds to be offered 
for export, which was about twice the 
amount for the first ten months of 
1947. 

Prices for good qualitv cattle, Mr. 
Gardiner stated, have this year been 
about $2 per hundred over the same 
period last year. The price in the 
1948 trade agreement for export is 
$3.25 higher than the previous agree- 
ment price. In relation to domestic 
prices, good steers brought an average 
price of $14:89 in Toronto, the highest 
annual average on record. There has 
been some recession in prices in the 
past’ two or’ three weeks, particularly 
for heavy weight cattle, but these 
have been much below the reductions 
in the United States where declines 
have been as much as $7 or $8 in 
past few weeks. 


Continue Boer Prices

When too much consideration 
is given to that, there comes a time 
when to new-comers it no longer has 
weight.

From nine local member units in 
March, 1938, the Alberta Co-operative 
Wholesale extended its membership to 
157 by December, 1947. Starting 
with an empty treasury in 1938, it 
had saved for its member units a total 
of $401,268.42 3 the end of 1947, of 
which total $18,734.04 had been paid 
out in cash refunds, while $382,534.38 
is held to the members’ credit in shares 
and deferred patronage refunds. 

These figures were presented in the 

report of the Board of Directors sub- 
mitted to the Annual Meeting of the 
A.C.W. in Edmonton last week, by 
J. Russell Love, President. The report 
dealt with the expansion of co-operative 
services in many fields, @ad described 
the formation of Interpr@@ inci 
operatives, Ltd., by sev regional 
wholesales serving every PWa&xince in 
Canada. A valuable detatic report 
was also presented by the manager, 
R. V. Davies. 
_ For the last financial year the sav- 
ings made for member units, less pro- 
vision for estimated income tax, was 
$51,253.06. 

The convention took the form of a 
combined business meeting and co- 
operative school, and many interesting 
addresses and many valuable discus- 
sions took place during the sessions, 
from Feb. 17th to 20th inclusive. 

The meeting expressed itself as 
being in sympathy with the Saskat- 
chewan Federated Co-operatives’ 
search and exploration for crude oil.

Increase of production in the hatch- 
ery department—during a year which 
was most successful—was over 300,000 
chicks. 

Final payments authorized “during 
the year totalled $104,948.02 in cash, 
of which $66,630.00 was for egg and 
$38,318.02 for poultry operations. In 
reserve share certificates the payments 
totalled $74,252.05, of which $33,274.33 
was in respect to egg operations, 
$17,090.65 poultry and $23,887.07 
hatchery. he total of alf final 
payments was $179,200.07. 

President Kapler was of the opinion 
that while the immediate outlook for 
the sale of members’ eggs and poultr 
appears to be bright, members will 
have to apply the best production 
methods in order to maintain their 
flocks on an economical basis, because 
costs of production have increased. 

Acting Manager Wright, in the 
course of a thoroughly organized report 
ahowed that the percentage of eggs 
passing through the egg-grading sta- 
tions of A.P.P. rose from 40.5 in 
January, 1947, to 45.5 in January, 
1948. apes 

While A.P.P.’s percentage of “‘A”’ 
grade eggs is higher than the Provin- 
cial average, Mr. Wright said that 
“there is considerable room for im- 
provement in quality of eggs and 


proportion of our members. It. is 
an established fact that good quality 
eggs and poultry can be graded taster 
than low-grade products. Top quality 
products also sell more readily and 
eliminate the necessity of storage costs 
while holding to find suitable markets.” 

Mr. Wright pointed out that the 
A.P.P.’s operations during the past 
year “have clearly demonstrated the 
value of co-operative marketing to our 
members. t is only through the 
ownership of their own storage plants 
that they are now able'to take advant- 
age of the better prices for poultry 


meats.

memhers, delegates and directors, and 
particularly to the members of our 
staff who have demonstrated that 
the part:they play in our co-operative 
effort means something more than just 
a means of earning a living.”

of democracy and Christianity. If we 
were practising democrats and prac- 
tising Christians our faces might not 
be so red inthe councils of international 
affairs. 

}- Have we faith in our democracy 
do we believe in it as a living, spiritual 
testament for which we are willing 
to live and die. I believe that democ- 
racy is the best conception for the 
happiness of mankind that we have 
yet known, and that it will in the 
end overcome other ideas if we prac- 
tice it and make it real. The evolution 
of parliamentary democracy which 
took place in England can equally 
take place in the Councils of the 
United Nations. It will take place 
if the Nations are willing to govern 
themselves by principles of toleration, 
humanity and justice. 


; The Final Solution 

I believe that the solution in the 
final analysis is, as Mr. Toynbee 
says, & spiritual one, and that It can 
only be solved by the application in 
all our affairs of the Christian principle 
of brotherhood. Christ said, “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself’’. 


I have never understood that He placed. ! 


any limitations upon the word “‘neigh- 
bor’, I have always understood that 
He extended His love to all men of 
all colors and creeds wheresoever they 
may be, and I'see no reason why men 
of all the divers faiths that exist in 
the world today cannot unite on this 
one principle of brotherhood because 
feat principle is inherent in all the 
great taiths of mankind. 

I have tried to put before you the 
fundamentals of an exceedingly diffi- 
cult problem and I have suggested a 
‘solution. Jt is not an easy solution; 
it is, in fact, a very hard solution, but 
the people who have the courage to 
face the challenge and make the spir- 
itual response are those who can bring 
about the saving of our civilization, .
